Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1-26 and 28-31 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art of 
record fails to teach the method of electrically charging a semiconductor wafer during 
wet processing using a direct current source to remove sub 0.1 micron particles. The 
Flitsch et al. patent teaches charging the wafer before wet processing and not during 
the processing.
